Liberty bonds of the first, or 3>A per 
cent issue have been the cause of dis- 
appointment to bondholders, according 
to Calkins, who says that an investi- 
gation has disclosed the practice of 
the buyers to inform the sellers that 
the price is made to include "bonds 
with all the coupons attached." 


"There have been several attempts to 


stop the making of misleading 
state- 


ments," Calkins said, "but while many 
of the public promises are greater than 
the prices actually paid, it is difficult 
to bring these people jnto court It is 
also realized that the limiting of the 
legitimate sale of Liberty bonds would 
have an undesired effect. 


"Even the junk men, I am told, are or- 


ganized and recently they have been in- 
cluding requests to purchase Liberty 
bonds when visiting a household where 
they think they can

ignorance of a bond holder. 
When a 


bond holder expresses a. willingness to 
sell, the junk man will say that the 
business of buying Liberty bonds is a 
dangerous one, as it is prohibited by the 
KOI eminent.

of Alameda County precipitated the baking in- 
idustry into a most unfortunate strike. On the 
same morning the bakers and drivers of San 
Francisco 
gave their employers twenty-four 


hours' notice that unless their demands were met 
a strike would be declared. 


The following morning the employers and 


employees of San Francisco met and arrived at 
the following satisfactory agreement: 


Bakers, 8-Hour Day 


1 Wages $34 to $39 per week 


Drivers, 8-Hour Day 


Wages $35 for men reporting at 6 a. m. 


Wages $37 for men reporting at 5 a. m. 


This agreement was also offered to the local 


employees, but was refused. 


From the beginning the employers have of- 


fered arbitration, but this the employees have 
persistently refused. 


The local Bakers' Union first demanded a 7V1>- 


vliour day and some changes in the wage scale. 


The advanced wage scale was granted, but it was 
explained that the 7%-hour day was impractic- 
able. The union then advanced their scale $5.00 
per week for the eight-hour day. 


The drivers asked a 20% advance of Avages 


(from $30 to $36) and refuse to deliver bread 
before 7 a. m., an hour later than the existing 
starting time, which has been working a great 
hardship upon those engaged in the wholesale 
delivery of bread. 


The employing bakers, while operating their 


shops to the best of their ability rather than 
precipitate industrial strife, stand ready to submit 
the entire matter to any impartial board of arbi- 
tration.
